SEATTLE (Wash.), June 6.— [By the As- 
sociated Press.] Fire broke out at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon in the Pontius build- 
ing on Front street, and is now raging over 
a district comprising five or six blocks with 
tremendous fury. 

The wind was from the north, and the di- 
rection of the fire was along Front street 


between Columbia and San Francisco 
streets. Indications are now that the whole 
business portion of the city will ge, invelv- 
ing a lossof millions of dollars. 

The magnificent San Francisco Store and 
all stores in the row are on fire, and the 
whole big block will doubtless go. 

The firemen are helpless, and have tele- 
graphed in all directions for help.

It is 
thought at present that the loss will be as 
least $5,000,000.

CLERK KIRKE 


COMMITTED TO SAN 
FOR ONE YEAR. 


The Unhappy Plight to Wu tech 
Whisky and Gambling Tus 


isc—An Impressive Sermon in # 
| Kew Words. 


James L. Kirke stood up before 
Judge Cheney yesterday morning for 
sentence, the picture of despair. He 
is the ex-clerk of the Nadeau Hotel 
who stole a sack of money from the 
safe several months ago, and was cap- 
tured at San Pedro with his booty. He 
pleaded guilty to the charge afew 
days ago. Kirke is an intelligent, 
good-looking young man about 27. 
years old. As he stood before the 
Judge he hung his head, humilia 

and ashamed. When asked if he ha 

any reason to offer why sentence 
should not be passed, he replied in a 
low tone, and as if utter apathy had 
settled upon him never to shaken 
off, tbat he knew of none. But his 
counsel addressed the Court in his be- 
half, and made a strofig at for le- 


niency. He said that satisfied. 
from investigation that Kirke was 
persuaded into the crime by others; 
that his character before that time 
had been perfectly good. He said that 
Kirke’s family is an honorable one, 
and he felt justified in appegling to 
the Court for mercy. He believed that, 
with alight sentence, the young man 
would come forth a good citizen. He 
said that Kirke was drunk when the 
crime was committed, and others are 
more to blame than he is. 

Mr. Schreiber, manager of the Na- 
deau, testified that, up to the time of 
the crime, Kirke had been always re- 
garded as "honorable. 

Judge Cheney asked Kirke a few | 
questions, to which he briefly re- 
sponded. He said he had been brought 
up on a farm, and his father is a 
farmer. He had been a hotel clerk 10 
years. He was led to the commission 
of the crime by drinking and 

bling. He believed he could leave 
them alone and be a good citizen if he 
had a chance. 

The Court then sentenced the pris- 
oner to one year’s 3 at 
San Quentin, sayin “Kirke, you 
have pleaded guilty the crime with 
which you are charged, and the Court 
is disposed to give you a chance. The 
Court believes that the theory of pun- 
ishment should be to reform criminals 
and not make them. But the peniten- 
tiary is a school for crime. It is hard 
to say so, but it is a fact, nevertheless. 

Men sent there fora long. term become 
graduates in crime. It is not the de- 
sire of the Court to make a criminal of 
you, but to give you a chance to be- 
come a citizen. I believe that 
your former good character justifies 
me in giving you alight sentence, and 
therefore I * it one year at San 
Quentin.
